Smart Geese 
-Smarter Anyway 
Than Pigeons 
I had trouble in "the Back 40" 


last week, culminating in a 
showdown Sunday—in which I 
came out second best. 


My old pair of Canada Geese 


are making a 1972 nest, and the 
old 
gander 
is 
terrifying 


everything inside the fenced 
preserve. He attacked me, but 
lightly, recognizing where the 
free corn comes from. 


But he was savage with his 


own offspring, charging across 
"the Back 40" and scattering the 
four adult honkers that were 
hatched last year. The mated 
pair are pinioned, but the 
youngsters are free to fly—and 
did so last week to escape their 
angry sire. 


Lula Bell Martin, who lives at 


711 S. Walnut, across the street 
from the preserve, caught three 
of them and put them back on the 
home grounds. 


The following day we had a 


'phone call from R L. Broach 
reporting that a fourth honker 
was in his yard at 1115 S. Elm St. 
Gene Allen of The Star and your 
editor went to the scene. We had 
no luck trying to run the big bird 
into a fence, so Gene told me to 
take the car back to my house 
and he would "walk" the goose 
home. After a considerable wait 
I went over to Walnut St., 
figuring it was better "walking" 
than negotiating torn-up Main 
St.—and. sure enough, here 
came Gene with the 18-pound 
honker in his arms. He had met 
up with a fence—and had taken 
the goose. 


And when do I come to the 


headline topic, "Smart Geese"? 
Right here, my reader. This 
business of chasing geese was 
getting old, and while Gene 
trimmed the feathers on one 
wing of his captive that still left 
three Canadians that could fly- 
So we decided to lure them into 
the screened walk-in quail house 
which is now used as a feeding 
station, and clip their flight 
feathers. 


Sunday afternoon I put the 


plan into effect, acting alone. All 
six geese were in the Back 40— 
the old pair 
and the 
four 


youngsters. Ordinarily when I 
dump a pailful of shelled corn 
into the metal feeder everyone in 
the Back 40 comes running. But 
not this time. 


Of course the entire nock was 


watching as I tied one end of a 
100-foot nylon rope to the door- 
handle of the quail cage, dragged 
an aluminum chair to the other 
end and settled down with a pair 
of binoculars. 


Action? Absolutely nothing. 


That is, practically nothing. 
Some pigeons came around, as 
they always do at feeding time, 
and went into the cage. Running 
out of patience I jerked the rope, 
the door slammed shut—and I 
had myself four pigeons, only to 
turn them loose. 


The trap worked, but the 


suspects didn't co-operate. Come 
to think of it, you can't catch a 
horse by showing him a halter. 
And a smart goose knows 
something is up when a man 
fools around with the cage door 
and a long rope and a chair and 
binoculars. 


But I haven't quit trying. I 


closed the door, cutting off the 
supply of corn, and will return to 
the attack today, and Tuesday if 
necessary. Some time those 
geese are going to be hungry 
enough to risk that roped door, 
they'll be clipped, and our 
troubles will be over for a few 
months until the flight feathers 
grow back.

Authorities were evacuating 


people from Church Street into 
Donegal! when the bomb ex- 
ploded in a ball of fire. 


Army experts estimated the 


size of the explosive at nearly 
100 pounds. The delivery truck 
disintegrated. Shop fronts and 
windows were destroyed.

The dead and wounded lay in

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


difference between the poorest 
and the richest in America has 
nearly doubled in the past two 
decades, says a study prepared 
for Congress. 


The study, by professors at 


the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, finds that the aver- 
age gap between the poorest 
one-fifth 
and wealthiest one- 


fifth was $10,565 in 1949 and 
$19,071 in 1969.

erful naval forces in the Medi- 
terranean, neither the United 
States nor Russia is in position 
'o bring that major strength to 
bear in the Red Sea because 
'he Suez Canal still is blocked. 


The United States keeps only 


a small force of two destroyers 
and a command ship in the Red 
Sea area. Russia operates 
about 16 naval vessels in the 
vast Indian Ocean, and some of 
these could be sent into the Red 
Sea in an emergency. 


Construction of the six new 


missile boats is another ex- 
ample of the way Israeli engi- 
neers modify foreign weapons 
to fit their own needs. 


The new boats will be more 


heavily armed than the earlier 
Saars, U.S. sources said, with 
7fimm guns mounted on boats 
on bow and stem 
to com- 


plement Israeli-made Gabriel 
missiles, torpedos and smaller 
guns. 


The Israelis have provided 


few details about the Gabriel. 
but it is known by U.S. experts 
to be a radar-aimed weapon of

Crater of Diamonds Has 
an Interesting History

The Crater of Diamonds near 


Murfreesboro, today became 
Arkansas' 
newest, 
and 


America's most unique, state 
park according to William E. 
Henderson, Director of the 
Department 
of Parks 
and 


Tourism. 


The Crater of Diamonds State 


Park became a reality when the 
department purchased slightly 
over 867 acres, including the 78- 
acre volcanic pipe from G.F. 
Industries of Dallas. The Crater 
is the only known occurrence of 
diamonds in their natural matrix 
in North America. The purchase 
price to the state was $750,000. 
An 
independent 
appraiser 


recently valued the property at 
$800,000. 


Negotiations for the property 


have been underway for several 
months when it was first learned 
that the property 
might be 


available. The State's Attorney 
General has handled the legal 
jBgbl$ms during the negotiations 
and "purchased 


Diamonds 
were 
first 


discovered in the Prairie Creek 
area of Pike County In August of 
1906, 
by a farmer named John 


Wesley Huddleston. When the 
real value 
of his discovery 


became public, it started a 
"diamond 
rush" 
to 


Murfreesboro that threatened to 
take on the proportions of 
California's 
Gold 
Rush. 


Prospectors searched many 
areas in the southwest part of the 
state but it is only in the 
Murfreesboro vicinity that the 
peridotite—diamond bearing 
ore—has been discovered. 


Over 60,000 diamonds have 


been taken from the Crater to 
date. While most of the diamonds 
found are small, averaging 50 to 
the carat, it is estimated that 
approximately eight percent of 
the stones are of gem quality. 
Two of the 
most 
famous 


diamonds found on the site are 
the "Uncle Sam" and the "Star 
of Arkansas". 


The "Uncle Sam", found in 


1924, weighed 40.23 carats. The 
gem, declared by experts as 
being of superior brilliancy and 
hardness, was fashioned by a 
New York diamond-cutting firm 
into a 14.42 carat emerald cut 
and 
is considered almost 


priceless. The "Uncle 
Sam" 


Diamond is now owned by a Fifth 
Avenue jeweler. 


The "Star of Arkansas", found 


in 1956 by a Dallas housewife, 
weighed 15.31 carats in the rough 
and was cut into a 8.27 carat 
marquise. The Dallas woman 
still owns the stone, with a 
present value of $100,000. 


Other large stones, ranging in 


weight from four carats to more 
than 30 carats, have been found 
at the Crater. The "Star of

In 1952, Howard A. Miller, son 


of one of the previous mine 
operators, opened the Crater as a 
tourist 
attraction.

willing 
to pay a nominal 


admission fee could have any 


.diamonds they found up to fjjfrf 


carats. During the Milwr 
operation there was a twenty- 
five percent fee charged on the 
uncut value of any stone found 
over five carats. 


It was during this period, in 


March of 1965, that Mrs. A.L. 
Parker of Dallas, picked up a 
perfect blue-white stone of 15.31 
carats. She named it "The Star 
of Arkansas" and was the first 
large diamond found by a tourist. 


General 
Earth 
Minerals 


Corporation, subsidiary of G.F. 
Industries, bought the property 
in February, 1969, for $1,100,000, 
with the intent of exploring the 
possibilities of commercial 
mining. Very little was done to 
the property, though, and it 
continued to operate as a tourist 
attraction. 


An average of 200 diamonds a 


year are being found by visitors 
and, as recent as two weeks ago, 
a tourist from Missouri picked up 
a stone weighing in excess of six 
carats. 


Henderson stated that the

Supreme Court today took up 
Curt Flood's suit against organ- 
ized baseball. 


Former Justice Arthur J. 


Goldberg, in arguments pre- 
pared for a one-hour hearing, 
contended that the contract 
that binds a player to one team 
directly violates antitrust laws. 


Goldberg, representing 
the 


former St. Louis Cardinal cen- 
terfielder, urged the court to 
reverse a 1922 decision that ex- 
empted 
baseball from 
laws 


regulating 
interstate com- 


merce. He said the ruling was 
an anachronism. 


But Paul A. Porter, a Wash- 


ington attorney, and Louis L. 
Hoynes Jr., a New York law- 
yer, cautioned that the reserve 
system is the cornerstone of 
baseball. 


Without it, they said, the 


wealthiest teams in the largest 
cities would attract the best 
players, destroying baseball's 
competitive balance. 


Backed by the players' union, 


Flood brought his damage suit 
against baseball after the Car- 
dinals traded him to the Phila- 
delphia Phillies in 1969. He 


wanted to be made a "free 
agent," at liberty to play for a 
team of his choosing. 


At the very least, Goldberg 


said, baseball should give play- 
ers the limited freedom of ac- 
tion provided in football, bas- 
ketball, 
hockey 
and 
other 


sports. 


In his brief Goldberg argued 


baseball "is big business" and 
ought to be treated as such. 


"The Sherman Act has long 


prohibited businessmen 
from 


entering into concerted agree- 
ments to eliminate competition 
among themselves in the pro- 
curement of commodities es- 
sential to their businesses. And 
businessmen are plainly prohib- 
ited by the act from utilizing 
concerted refusals to deal, or 


group boycotts. 


"There is little question but 


that organized baseball's re- 
serve system 
falls squarely 


within these per se proscrip- 
tions." 


Porter 
and 
Hoynes 
said 


Flood's complaint is fundamen- 
tally a labor-management dis- 
pute and any change should be 
worked out by the ballplayers' 
union and the club-owners. 


"There is a blend of com- 


petition and partnership among 
the clubs in baseball which 
would be both unnecessary and 
improper in the normal busi- 
ness world." 


A final decision by the jus-

The pact, signed Sunday at 


the end of Mrs. Gandhi's two- 
day visit to Dacca, provides 
that if either India or Bangla- 
desh is attacked the two gov- 
ernments will consult to "take 
appropriate, effective measures 
to eliminate the threat." It is

The 
amendment would grant a new 
exemption option to the states 
that straddle time boundaries. 
Alaska is in four time zones; 
Indiana, 
Florida, 
Tennessee, 


Kentucky, Texas, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, South Dakota, North 
Dakota, Oregon and Montana 
are in two zones apiece. 


The problem 
is especially 


complex in Indiana where the 
federal government went to 
court to challenge a city's time- 
tinkering. 


The law provides for Daylight 


Saving Time between the las 
Sunday in April and the last 
Sunday in October. It allows an 
exemption from DST only if the 
state legislature provides that 
the entire state and all its sub- 
divisions observe the applicable 
standard time. 


If 
statewide exemption is 


adopted, "the exempt western 
part will remain one hour out 
of time with the eastern part of 
the state, two hours out of time 
with other states to the east 
and one hour out of time with 
western neighbors who are usu- 
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ally on the same time," Com-

Chairman 


Harley O. Staggers, D-W. Va., 
said in a report. 


The 
proposed 
amendment 


would let any state divided by 
a time-zone boundary exempt 
the portion in one time zone 
from DST without exempting 
the other portion. That could 
put a state under one time 
zone. It would not change the 
exemption option for nonsplit 
states. 


The Senate passed a similar 


amendment last year, but the 
bill was sidetracked 
in the
